Theologica! controversies, in order to be profitable, 
should, as I conceive, be conducted with a watchful eye 
upon the main points in dispute. To artive at these 
points should be the object of every sentence. And tho 
I never court eontroveisies, yet [ am never unwilling to 
engage in them, when they are conducted with mutual 
sood feeling, and proceed according to certain just rules. 
But of all persons to correspond with, he is the most un- 
pleasant, who, by being deceived into the false notion that 
he writes under the immedi te influence of the Holy Spi:- 
it, regards no argument which his opposer may suggest, 
aud runs Out into every wanclering path, that presents it- 
selfto a deluded imagination. I believe you to be a pe:- 
son of this character. Accordingly your last communi- 
cation sends out ideas, like sparks from a bursting rocket, 
flying through the airy regions, in every direction. It is 
therefore impossible for me to reply to you: last, as I could 
wish. He, who cannot be met in the open field, but re- 
treats to every refuge however tempora:y, must be traced 
out and engaged, wherever he may be found. I shali 
therefore take up your communication, and bestow a feu 
brief remarks upon the most impo.tant ideas coutained 
in it, as they lie in disoider before me. 

I said that you appeared to be one making pretensions 
toinspiiation. Your own words justify me in making 
this statement. You say, thatas the Lord is with you, 
you shall certainly come if CONAUEROR !—that you be 
gau to write onthis subject, in Lie sparit of the Lord, an’ 
that you shall pu. sue it just as long, and in the way tha: 
the spured leads you; .and you cannot tell whethe: you 
shall ever eoacentrate’your itdeas,as you-know not how 
you suali be led. Uf it We fact, that all you write is die 
Vaio! oy tue ule, ety 3 
beware, how Lattack your communication; for in that 
case, itis entitled to as much autho.ity and reverence as 
the sacved seriptuves. But I have no idea, that you are 
either a prophet or an apostle ; o in any way or man- 
ner inore entitled to the honors of inspiration, than othe 
careless writers. The Spirit of the Lord would neve 
lead you to contradict yourself ;—it would neve: teach 
you te quote to ime, as scripture, passages which neve: 
were in the Bible;—and would not permit you to ac- 
krowledge that, you cannot answer a question, which 
was put by, what you call. a cunning and subtle explain- 
er of the words of old satan. That the spirit, in which 
your strength lies, has led you thus, 1 shull attempt to 
show as | rema:k upon your letter ;—and in showing his, 
Ish illthereby p:ove that, if you are led by any spirit, it 
an eri, and not a good one. 

The answer which you gave to my question: “ Why 
the Methodists fellowship Calvinism more than Univer- 
salism. while they earnestly contend that the fo:mer is 
much worse than the latter,” may be satisfactory to you ; 
Dut to me it betrays the dictation of any other than the 
Holy Spirit. The principal reason, which you give for 
such a course, and the only one that I can now affoid to 
notice, Is, * It is not one time in ten, that any one could 
tell by their (the Calvinists) preaching, but that they 
Were strict Arminians. They peach up a_ conditional 
salvation, just as though they did not hold to * the de- 
srees” and © election.” So then, you fellowship the Cal- 
vinists, because they preach what they do not beliere—oi 
‘other words, you fellowship them, because they are 
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aa would lead you to such inconsistency and wickedness 
as this, 

The reason, also, which you assign why you do notat- 
‘end the meetings of the Universalistssappea’s to me, not 
‘ety powerful. The essence of it, is simply this ; you do 
not like them because they are not Pharisees. You say. 
‘They do not pray atall;” by which I suppose you 
mean, they donot “make long prayers, standing in the 
“orners of the streets to be seen of men ;” for you woul: 
Not dare to say. they did not pray insecret. Of this, you 
fan know nothing, and concerning that of which you ar 
‘shorant, you would not presume to make so positive an 
assertion, * The Universalists, say you, have nething t 
a them as christians on/y their neighbouily dis- 
tion and uprightness in their dealings. They ex-

'ypocrites 1 My Friend, I cannot think that the Spivit of 


iibit little evidence of religion.” To this strange senti- 
ment of yours, I shall only reply : thatifa * neighborly 
tspesition” and “ uprighiness in dealings” are not as 
much“ evidence” of a “christian” as the long prayers, 
disfigured faces aud fiery seal of Pharisees, then | confess 
{ have misunderstood the test given by Christ—* By their 
Fruits ye shall know them.” 

Again: ‘The method by which you prove that none can 
be happy in eternity ‘but such as are hely in this life, is to 
me astonishing. These are your words: “ The Bible 
says,* As death leaves them, so judgment will fina them,’ 
and * there is no repentance after death ;? and again— if 
ye die in your sins, whether lam going, ye never shall 
come.’ These awful threatenings are enough to show”—— 
enough to show that you, Sir, was not led by the Spirit of 
the Lord as you pretend; for those passages, thoug) 
found inthe mouths of almost all limitarians, were never 
found inthe Bible. If you insist that, they are in the 
Bible, please refer me in your next, to the places where 
they may be found ; if you cannot do this, you will be 
generous enough to acknowledge your error, and inform 
me whether you was not led by an evil spirit, to make 
such a statement. 

In your next sentence, you commence a publican, and 
end a pharisee ; for you appear to boast as much of being 
a PENITENT SINNER, as did the Pharisees of paying 
tithes of cummin, annise and mint. And as for there not 
being any saved, but such as* arrive to a state of perfect 
sanctification even in this world,” you must acknowledge 
that not one of your acquaintances, ever was saved ; for 
you further admit that, you* never was so happy as to 
see any that you believed to be such.” Ifnone are to be 
saved, but such as are perfectly holy in this life, I believe 
you must subscribe to the doctrine of universal damna 
tion. 

To my question » “ Did Adam and Eve surely die on 
the day of transgression,as the Lord declared they should ; 


Lor did they nof as the devil assured them, ‘and limitarians 


maintain?” “You acknowledg» that, it is Impossible 
for you to auswer, to your own satisfaction.” — But why 
nol, if you write, as you say you do, “in the strength of 
the Spiat oftzod ?” Ts not his strength sufficient to ex- 
nose error? Will he not enable you to * come off con- 
queror ?” T fear my friend, you have mistaken your own 
imagination, for * the Holy Spirit ;” and your own weak- 
ness, for the strength ofthe Lord.” 
The questions, which you propose for me to answer ° 
*“ Have you ever experienced a change of heart ? Do you 
have any revivals of religion, unde: your preaching ? And 
do you hold to the Sacraments of the Church?” as a con- 
dition of being informed, whether you ave a male ora fe- 
male, I shall reply to, only by answering affirmatively. 
Yet I have no desire to be informed of your sex ; for if I 
mistake not. I recognize in my opponent a preacher of the 
Methodist connexion, of whomI have befere heard. In- 
asmuch as you think that all you write, is dictated imme- 
diately by the uner ing spirit of God, I will conclude this 
article by presenting you with the advice of the Apostle 
John : ** Beloved believe not every spirit, but try the spir- 
its, whether they are of God ; because many false proph- 
ets are gone out into the world.”

EXAMINATION, &c. 
CONTINUED. 

Mr. STREETER—Our fist objection to the system a- 
dopted by Mr. Tripp, is, that it contradicts the plainest, 
the most express and unequivocal testimony of scripture, 
relative to the character and person of Antichrist. The 
inspired writers predicted that this character would be 
sustained by one man only : whereas, according to Mr. 
T’s system, it has been already borne by more than one 
hundred men. St.John, speaking of Antichrist, styles 
him + the beast.” St. Paul, 2. Thes. ii. 3. styles hin 
* the man of sin, and son of perdition.” Now had the 
apostles referred to a succession of men, they would have 
styled Antichrist “ the beasts,” * those men of sin, and sons 
of perdition,” &c. or employed language corresponding 
withthe above. Forsuch language as they have employ- 


d, for the purpose of describing the person of this impos- 
tor, is calculated to convey an idea directly opposite to 
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that which is contained in the system to which we object. 
To suppose, therefore, that the latter system can derive

any support from the passages above cited, would be an 
impeachment of the wisdom of the sacred penmen, It 
would be accusing them of having made use of language 
which in similar cases, eve y man of sense, intending to 
convey such an idea as Mr. T. believes to be contéined 
in their writings, in reference to this subject, would care- 
fully avoid. For who, in speaking of any number of men 
that have successively filled some important office, would 
style them * the man 2”) Would Mr. T. for instance, in 
speaking of the five chief magistrates, who have succes- 
sively filled the highest office in the gift of our country, 
style them “the president ?” Had the apostles taught a 
doctrine like that which is embraced by Mr. T. they must, 
in the passages above cited, have advanced a proposition 
like the following . & hundred men are one man, which 
every Tyro in logic woull reject as an absurdity. We 
grant, indeed, that many may make one, and that one al- 
so may make many. For many paris may form a whole ; 
but to say that many wholes form one whole, would be to 
advance a contradiction in terms. The consequences, 
theiefore, which such interpretations as the one to which 
we have objected, involve, are sufficient to refute this and 
similar expositions. Foran exp sition which supposes 
the inspired writers to have advanced absurdities, must 
not only be encorrect, but even impious. 

2. As an additional proof that one mun only, can sus- 
taim the character in question, we are assured, Rev, xiii. 
14. that “ an image is to be made of” Autichrist, &e. 
Now can a single image or statue serve as @ representa~ 
tion of more than one hundred men ? 

3. Rev. xiii. 18. Antichrist is said to have a particular 
name, and this name is to be expressed by a particular 
number, viz. 666. It is,” says St. John, * the number ot 
aman.” As this prediction hus never been fulfilled in any 
succession of popes, it cannot, therefore, apply to ¢hem. 
For popes, generally, previous to their election, as well as 
afterwards, have been designated by different names. 
We are aware, however, that “ many protestent expoun- 
ders have endeavored to extract the mysterious namber 
666, from the mame ov title of certain popes. Togenious 
catholic writers have also ext-acted the same number 
fiom the name Martinus Lutherus, aud even from that of 
David Chrytheus, the most celebrated inventor of those 
-iddles.’”’ 

4. If then, according to the attestations of scripture,the 
name and characte: of Antichrist, can be appliet to ene 
nanonly it is impossible, on the supposition that another 
part of Mr. ‘T’s system, viz. that which relates to the pe- 
riod, during which this impostor is to reign, Is co reetthet 
such an era in the history of the religious word, has yet 
arrived. Wemay safily challenge Mr. T. or any other 
idhervent to the system adopted by that gemtlemai, to 
point out a single individual of the human family, foc 
more than 3000 years past, whose life has been p olonged 
to a sixth part of the term, assigned by this system to the 
eign of Antichrist. The latter must arrive, if this sys- 
tem be true, at an age, which exceeds that ‘to which any 
of the patriarchs, not excepting Methusaleh himself, at- 
tained. 

5. From the character given of Antichrist in scripture, 
it will not be denied, that this character, as well as that 
of the person or persons (if many peisons can sustain it) 
must be of the most odious description. Wicked men 
alone would labour for the attainment of such objects a6 
those which Antichrist will seek to accomplish. Such @ 
character will not generally apply to the bishops of Rome. 
More than two hundred and fifty prelates have succecded 
to this office, and upon the whole catalogue of popes, not 
more than thirly names occur to whose character any 

xception can be made, while that of a vast majority has 
been irreproachable.t The coprectness of this assertion, 
if required, can be easily proved. 

6. Another objection to Mr. T’s system, |. that the 
-eign of Antichrist, according to the account given of this 

eign im scripture, will not last for a longer period, than 
three years and seven months, whereas, the above system 
extends it to a term of at least, 1290 years. Che prophet 
Daniel, xii. 11. predicts, that it will last 1290 days, exclu- 
sive of the term, during which the witnesses ate to proph- 
esy. ‘fhe latter term includes the greater portion of the 
reign of Antichrist, as, during its continuance, the most 
importance events, connected with this reign, will take

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pace. Our remarks, therefore, with respect to Antichrist’s 
reign, will principally, if not entirely, refer to the latter 
period, which is expounded to be Daniel vii.25. Rev. xii. 
i4. “a time, and times, and half a time ;” and Rev. xii. 
3. * 1260 days ;” and Apoc. xiii. 5. “two and forty 
months.” Now ifby “ a time,” we onderstand one year, 
ifby ** times,” two years, and if by * half atime,” halfa 
y ear, the amount of time included above will be three and 
on half years. And if we give the “ 1260 days” and 
+ forty two months” a literal interpretation the amount 
of time included in them will perfectly correspond with 
riat which is supposed to be contained in the “times” &c. 

Our reade's need not be info.med that the foregoing 
€x position has been rejected by those, who have adopted 
the plan embraced by Mr. T. As this exposition and that 
which is contained in Mr. ‘T's plan, stand in direct con- 
tradiction to each other, it follows, that one must be 
true, and the other false. "That the one to which we ob- 
ject, is Of the latter description; that the principle as- 
sumed by those who adopt it, in expounding the * days,” 
‘+ months,” &c, mentioned in the passages above cited, is 
erroneous, we shall attempt to prove in our next commu- 
nication, by ascertaining what consequences would follow 
from its admission. Mr. T’s system supposes that by the 
1200 days are to be understood the same number of years, 
and gives the “times,” and * months,” a corresponding

He 
must have forgotten the adinonition of the Saviour to bis dis- 
ciples ; ** Judge not, that ye be not judged: for, with what 
measure ye mete it unto others, it shall be measured to you 
wain,” orhe would not tadulge in so much rancor and _illib- 
erality towards those whoare his brethren in Christ. The 
sourse which he is pursuing, affords a pretext, by which the 
Orthodox can justify themselves, in vilifying and slandering 
Unitarians. As an instauce in support of this statement, (and 
ia hopes that itmay induce my Unitarian brethren to discoun- 
renance such impolitic and anti-christian measures,) [I will 
tirnish you, for publication, some extracts from the “ Bosron 
Kecorper,” touching the principles, character and practices 
ot liberal christians. The articleto whieh I allude, related 
io * Ministerial Exchanges.” One principal object of the Or- 
thodox writer, ist» show, that Unitarians are chargeable with 
2 palpable inconsistency, tv complaining of the bigotry and 
iliberality of Orthodox Ministers who refuse to exchange ser- 
vices with them, while these same Unitarian Divines, are 
*jually averse to exchanging deskswith Universalists. And 
1 must acknowledge that his observations and reasoning are 
calculated to excite a twain of important reflections in the mind 
fan attentive reader. But in the effervescence of feeling, he 
is betrayed into harsh and slanderous assertions against Uni- 
tarjans, that should serve as a warning to them, not™o be 
suilty of similar treatment towards others. The following is

rency. The ancient distinction between believers and unbe- 
lievers, the penitent and impenitent, saints and sinners, is ut- 
terly discarded and ridiculed. ‘The table of the Lord is spread 
for all; no man is so abandoned, that he may not enjoy the 
highest privileges of toe church, without exposing hiinself to 
uuwelcome inquiry from any one, ‘what dost thou here ?’

CELEBRATION. 

Messrs. Editors :—At the request of the Society, and agree- 
ably to previous notice in the public prints, a number of min- 
istering brethren assembled at Gloucester, Mess. on the 3d 
inst. for the purpose of attending the semi-century commemo- 
ration of the first preaching of universal grace and salvation 
in that place, fifty years from that day, by the late Rev. John 
Murray. 

This occasion awakened in many bosoms the most interest- 
ing and sacred recollections. The goodness and help of Di- 
vine Providence * in the day of small things,” the faith, pa- 
tience and perseverance with which some endured trials; 
and the peace, joy and triumphant hope in which many oth- 
ers had finished their earthly course, passed in review before 
us in the avimated visions of remembrance, and reminded us 
of our sacred obligations of gratitude and faithfulness to Hea- 
ven, for the success and prosperity of that holy faith which 
now causes the pulsations of joy to beat high in so many 
hearts, in the full assurance of universal happiness, through 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

The public services of the morning were introduced by the 
reading of the second chapter of St. Paul to the Corinthians, 
first Epistle; and after singing, continued by an introductory 
address, by Br. Thomas Whittemore, of Cambridgeport, on 
the importance of the occasion, the propriety of commemora- 
ting the joy with which the proclamation of God’s universal 
salvation was at first received by the believing Gloucesteri- 
ans; the sufferings and persecutions through which they had 
contended for the faith delivered unto them; and the success 
which had crowned their perseverance in the doctrine of im- 
partial grace: after which he also offered the introductory 
prayer. 

A sermon was then delivered by Br. Paul Dean, of Boston, 
from the 7th chapter of the Istof Sam and the 12th verse. 
‘« Hitherto hath the Lord helped us.” In which were noticed 
the good Providence and favour of God, in sending to this 
country bis servant, the late Rev. Johu Murray, to preach to 
its since free, independent and favoured inhabitants, the 
“Grace of God which bringeth salvation to all men;” and in the 
success which attended and favoured his personal labours— 
in the courage and constancy with which the early believers 
of this heavenly doctrine wet, sustained and overcame the tri- 
als of excommunication, calumny and oppression, in the 
name, and for the sake of Christian liberty—in the progress 
which has attended this cause in that place, and in our com- 
monwealth and country, notwithstanding the tide of determi- 
ned opposition which set against it—and in the gift of Br. 
Thomas Jones, asa second gift and messenger of * good ti- 
dings from a far country,” to be the pastor and guardian of 
this first Universalist Church gathered in America. ‘The men- 
tion of some of the many signs of the final and universal pre- 
valence of this grace, the felicity which will attend its tri- 
umph, and the duty of those who are permitted to look for its 
coming, finished the discourse. The concluding prayer was 
by Br. Zelotes Fuller, of Charlton, Mass. 

In the afternoon, the first prayer was offered by Br. Barzillai 
Streeter, of Troy, N. Y. and the discourse given by Br. Sebas- 
tian Streeter, of Boston, from the Ist of Cor. iii. 10. * Ac- 
cording to the grace of God which is given unto me, as a wise 
master-builder, [ have laid the foundation, and another build- 
eth thereon.”” [n which it was ably and eloquently shown that 
Christ Jesus the Lord, as preached by the Apostles, John 
Murray, and others, is the sure, the only sure and precious 
foundation laid in Sion for the salvation of the world. He 
continued by describing the support and comfort which this 
Lenignant sentiment has vielded, and still yields its sincere fol- 
lowers, in the hour of affliction and death: and concluded by 
ingeniously setting forth and defending the mild and happy 
influence, which, as it advances, it will exert upon the minds 
and hearts of men, and upon all the institutions of society.— 
Br. Ezra Leonard, of Cape Anu, made the concluding prayer

It is probably understood by most of our readers, that 
the Theological Seminary, at Andover, (Mass.) was 
founded on purely Calvinistic principles, and all its Pro. 
fessors were to be bound by the most sacred obligations, 
to profess and teach the essential doctrinés of the Assem- 
bly’s Catechism, so long as they remained in that institu- 
tion. Whatthen must be your opinion of some of those 
Professors, at least, when you learn, that, for several 
years, they have abandoned some doctrines which were 
deemed essentiai, by the Westminster divines, and em- 
braced others, that can never bé properly engrafted into 
their general system. If our limits would permit, without 
excluding more useful and interesting matter, we would 
go into a particular examination of this subject; but, 
circumstanced as we are, a specimen of the above fact 
will be considered, as exhibited in two Discourses on the 
ATONEMENT, delivered before the students at Andover: 
the one, by James Murnock, D. D. Brown Professor of 
Sac. Rhetoric and Eccies. History; and the other, by 
Moses Stuart, Associate Pro. of Sacred Literature, in 
the Theological Seminary, at Andover. 

It should be remarked here, that although these Reve- 
rend Teachers are under the most solemn obligations to 
teach and defen: the same system, and prectsely the same 
doctrines, they are as dissimilar in their views and senti- 
ments, as though they were avowed and sworn advocates, 
for opposing and conflicting systems. With this truth 
distinctly in view, the reader is requested to pause and 
meditate, fora moinent, on the sinceri/y of their profes- 
sions, in preteuding to maintain the same identical system. 

The doctrine of the Atonement, as it is called, is known 
to be the most important article in most systems of doc- 
trine, which have been founded on -the broad basis of 
christianity. Hence, a difference of sentiment, in relation 
to that point, is of the utmost importance, and should not 
be oveilooked when it really exists, between Professors o! 
sacred learning which admits of one doctrine of atone- 
ment, and no more. 

Now, Dr. Murdock maintains, in direct opposition to 
the doctrine which was formerly professed in that Institu- 
tion, that, 

“ The sacrifice of Christ” “did met fulfil the law, oF 
satisfy its demands on transgressors,” &c. He says, * Lo 
suppose that Christ was really and truly our sponsor, and 
that he suffered in this character, would involve such @ 
transfer of legal obligations and liabilities and merits, 5 
is inadmissible,” * would make the atonement to be a /e- 
gal satisfaction for Sin.” “ The atonement was an cxht- 
bition or display. Thatis, it was a symbolicail transaction. 
* The object—in this affecting tragedy, was to make an 
impression on the minds of rational: beings every wheres 
and to the end of time.” ‘ The pardoned sinner not on'y 
remains, in fact, the same gud/ty creature he was belore:s 
but he is viewed and treated by his Maker, as personaly 
cuilty.”. “ The atonement” “did not divest the tratis- 
gressor Of his guilt or ill desert. Neither did it siatisly 
the demands of the viclated law upon him. For © hat 
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were the demands of the violated law? Not, that some 
transferrable good should be surrendered and paid over to 
God or the law, as being forfeited by the transgressor.” 
«Whenever @ creature becomes a transgressor of its 
-ommands Or prohibitions, it never is satisfied, and never 
can be, with any thing short of the full execution of the 
threatened penalty on the transgressor himself.” The 
atonement” * was in its nature, simply a display or exhi- 
pition, intended to impress on all creatures a deep sense 
of the righteousness of God, as a moral governor.” 


It cannot be necessary to quote more, from Dr. Mur- 
Jock, to convince every attentive reader that, his views of 
the atonement are essentially and infinitely different from 
all, that can, with the least propriety, be called Calvinism 
or orthodoxy. No sentiment could differ more widely 
fom what was contemplated by the munificent founders 
of the Andover seminary. His doctrine is peculiar to 
himself; being neither Unitarianism nor Orthodoxy. 
Although it is not our intention, either to espouse or 
refute his peculiarities of sentiment, we would just ex- 
press a strong desire to be informed, by the Doctor or 
some of his admirers, how the * symbolical transaction,” 
as he calls the atonement, can make any “impression on 
the minds of those rational beings,” who never, in this 
life, hear or know any thing of it. Unless the Deity has 
provided some means, by which to display this impressive 
symbol in the future world, all who lived and died pre- 
yious to Christ, and aJl who have lived or ever shall live, 
in those countries and places, where /his doctrine of the 
cross is unknown, will enter upon the untried scenes of 
eternity, without having been savingly impressed. The 
question then, is, how are those creatures benefitted by the 
atonement ? 

The reader is earnestly requested to consider the sub- 
ject in another interesting light. Itis this: If Dr. Mur- 
dock’s views of the atonement be correct, then, all those, 
of whatever name, who have experienced so much satis- 
faction, and died in such joyful confidence, by embracing 
other sentiments, on this subject, have all been grossly 
deceived, and expired with a lie in their heart and on 
their tongue! Our inquiry then, is, how are they to be 
saved, unless it is, in believing an untruth? It is quee- 
tionable whether av hundred *“ rational creatures” can be 
found, who believe the truth, 7f the Doctor is correct.” 
Therefore, to be rightly impressed in relation to the truth, 
isa matter of small importance; or, we must exciaim, 
aus, alas, for the christian world as well as others. 

But Professor Stuart comes ou’, before the same assem- 
bly of students, and maintains sentiments in direct and 
verbal opposition to the above. 

Speaking of Christ, he says, 

“Tle suffered as our substitute; or that his sufferings 
and death were an expiatory offering, on account of 
Which our sins are pardoned and we are restored to the 
civine favor.” % Christ made satisfaction for our sins ;” 
or, “taat bis death was a fuil equivalent forthe demands of 
the law; that our punishment, ouc guilt—was transferred 
fo him; that bis sufferings were vicarious,” and “he bore 
the punishment due to us.” 

Now, people of any mental cultivation need not be told, 
ifiat Pro. Stuart’s views militate with the Rey. Doctor’s, 
With whom he is an “associate” Teacher, in “sacred” 
things. If one is true, the other is false; and there is no 
chance for evasion. But without expressing any opinion 
‘sto the comparative merits of the two systems, let us 
seriously inquire, how these things can be made to har- 
mouize. What confidence can “rational beings” repose 
‘La Seminary, whose learned, new-born and orthodox 
Professors, diveetly contradict each other,on fundamental 
Points?) These men are employed to qualify “the heralds 
of the cross,” for the great work of the ministry; a minis- 
'ty, on which, we are told, depends the conversion of the 
World; and yet, strange to tell, they differ as essentially 
‘oncerning the mission of the Messiah, as a Mahometan 
anda Jew! Either the one or the other, is essentially 
etroneous. And how are the students, or the world. to 
know which is right? It would be premature, to reply, 
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“iat, we must appeal to the scriptures, to decide the 
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For these Professors have respectively appea- 





led to scripture, and yet their doctrines are extremely 
dissimilar. 

If these brief remarks should incline our readers to 
place no undue confidence in such “mitred heads,” and 
to be seriously suspicious of all the forms of priestcraft. 
especially of Theological Seminaries of every descrip- 
tion, we shall have received an ample reward for our 
labors. 





Dr. HOPKINS’ VIEWS OF SIN. 

An inquirer after the whole truth, as revealed in the 
sacred Scriptures, attended public worship, it appears, at 
the Universalist Chapel in this town, wot long since, and 
heard the speaker read an Extract from the above named 
author, in which we have an abstract of his views of 
moral evil; and he has very respectfully requested us to 
publish the extract in the Intelligencer. The principal 
reason, which our friend, who styles himself a “ Reader,” 
assigns, for presenting such a request, is, that in his opin- 
ion it may have a tendency * to convince some people, at 
least, that the orthodox sentiments concerning sin, are 
more calculated to prove that God is its real author, 
than any sentiments which have been advanced by 
Universalists.” It is hoped, therefore, that our readers 
will give the following selection a critical and candid exa- 


mination, 
THE EXTRACT. 

1. That God does superintend and direct with regard 
to every instance of sin: He orde:s how much sin there 
shall be, and effectually restrains and prevents all that 
Which he would not have take place. Men are, with 
‘espect to this, absolutely under his direction and control, 

2. That allthe sin which does take place shall answer 
the best and most important end; even that for which all 
things were made, the glory of God.“ Surely the wrath 
of man shal! praise thee.” 

3. That therefore God wills and orders it to take 
place, that he may answer this end by it. If he effectu- 
ally restiains and prevents that which will not praise 
him; itis certain that he would prevent all sin, if he 
pleased, and that he would do it, were it not necessary 
to produce this end; and that he wills the existence of it, 
not for its own sake, but for the sake of the end to be 
answeied by it; or the good of which «it is to be the oc- 
casion. 

4. From this it follows, that the sin of man is the 
means of a good which so far overbalances the evil of sin, 
and all the consequences of it, that it is desirable on this 
account that it should take place: ‘Therefore there is 
more good in the universe, and this is a better world,than 
could possibly have existed, had no evil come into it ; and 
every instance of sin and evil is conducive and necessary 
to the greatest possible good of the whole. 

5. All this is here asserted inthe strongest terms as a 
inost certain and important, pleasing truth. ‘The evi- 
dence and certainty of it are as clear and great, as of the 
existence of an almighty, wise and good Creator and 
Governor of the world. And itis a truth of the highest 
importance to be known, and believed with the greatest 
assurance, as it is implied in the exeicises of true piety, 
especially in a joyful acquiescence in the divine govesn- 
ment; joy in the supremacy and infinite felicity of God, 
and implicit chee: ful trust in him: And as it is necessary 
to the support and comfort of the friends of God, in all 
the darkness and evil in this world; and the only proper 
ground of their rejoicing that the Lord God omnipotent 
reigneth ; and that their God is in the heavens, and hath 
done whatsoever he pleased. 

Thus it appears demonstrably certain, both from the 
being and perfections of God, and from divine revelation, 
that all the evil which takes place in God’s world, and 
under the influence of his government, is necessary in 
order to the greatest possible good; aud is made the 
means of this; so that in this view, it is desirable, and 
perfectly agreeable to infinite wisdom and goodness, that 
it should take place just as it does. ‘Therefore God, in- 
finitely wise and good, has delermined and decreed that 
evil should exist, as necessary to the highest perfection, 
beauty, happiness and glory of the system which was to 
be formed by his hand.—God has fore-ordained all this, 
and all that ever will take place, for his Own glory, and 
the greatest good of the universe: He superintends the 
whole, and brings good out of all this evil, infinitely grea- 
ter good than could have been without the evil. There 
fore al. this is perfectly agreeable to infinite wisdom and 
goodness. — Hopkins’ System of Doctrines, vol. 1, pp. 121 
122, 123. 

“ There can nothing take place under the care and govern 
ment of an infinitely powerful, wise and good Bemg, that is 
not on the whole wisest and best ; that is, for the general good ; 
therefore, though there be things which are in themselves evil, 
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even in their own nature and tendency, such are sin and mise- 
ry ; yet considered in their connection with the whole, and as 
they are necessary in the best system, to accomplish the great- 
est good, the most important and best ends, they are in this 
view desirable, good, and notevil. And in this view, * there 
is no absolute evil in the universe.” There are evils in them 
selves considered ; but considered as connected with the 
whole, they are not evil, but good.” p. 114. 

Thus, we have presented the extract which was read from 
the desk a few weeks since ; and the candid and discerning of 
every denomination are requested to consider, whether any 
thing was ever published by an author of any note, among 
Universalists, which admitted of a worse construction. The 
Doctor, it is true, gravely tells us in other parts of his work, of 
God’s “ infinite hatred towards sin,” and of his “ displeasure” 
that it exists in his universe. But what sense or propriety is 
there in such statements, after having advanced the above 
doctrine? Let it be shown that the Deity can entertain feel 
ings of infinite abhorrence towards moral evil, while it remains 
a fact that that evil is infinitely ** desirable, beautiful and 
good,” and we promise to make a speedy acknowledgement 
for having presumed to call these orthodox inconsistences t 
question. We challenge the admirers of Dr. Hopkins to prc 
duce adequate evidence that such feelings could exist. Ou, 
columns are open to any well written article of proper length, 
that shall attempt to exhibit such evidence. We should feel 
ourselyes much obliged, if our Hopkinsian neighbors would 
accept of this proposal, and furnish us with their best labor*

godly—For scarcely for a righteous man will one die :— 
But God commendeth his love towa rds us, in that while we 
were yet sinners Christ died for us.” But why was it nec 
essary that Christ should suffer and die, to manifest that 
“love of God towards us” which is alone the procuring 
cause of our del-verance from evil 2” 

To this we may answer by presuming, 1. That Love 
cannot be communicated in any other way, so well, as by 
suferings and death, 2. That God cannot suffer and die 
himself, 

** Greater love hath no man than this, that he lay down 
his life for his fiiend”—« Hereby perceive we the love of 
God,” says the apostle John, “ because ‘he (Christ) laid 
down his life for us, and we ought to lay down our lives 
for the brethren.” There being no way in which love fo: 
others, could be manifested so strongly as bv suffering and 
leath for them, God’s love “the procuring cause of ou 
Jeliverance from evil” was manifested through that medi- 
um. This God could not perform in his own person, and 
therefore sent an “ express image” of his own benevolence. 
in the person of the Saviour of the world, to commend, 
by suffering and death, that love to us which is the « pro- 
cu-ing cause of our deliverance from evil and our title to 
felicity.” 

Jesus Christ is said to be the express image of God, in 
his character, disposition and ways. “The brightness of 
his Father's glory and the express image of his person”— 
‘God manifested in the flesh, &c.” He is emphatically 
said to be * The Son of God.” To become characteris- 
ticly the children of God, we must become dike God, in the 
Gispositions of our hearts; to this our Saviour testifies in 
his sermon on the Mount, when he tells his disciples to im- 
itate the pe-fections of their Father in heaven, that they 





is pucticula ly calied “The Son of God;” viz. because 
his character was more like the Deity’s than any other 
erson’s that ever existed. Christ, then, being a complete 
epresentative of God’s pe:fections, God could represent 
his benevolence to the world thiough his sufferings and 
jeath more effectually, than it could be done by the suffer- 
ings and death of any othe, martyr.
